casings liiich are painted yellotr, and 300 to i^OO barrels, each 
liaving a capacity of 130 to 200 liters* Altliough ttiis deoot does 
not belong to the Air Force, it is often visited by trucks fran 
Kruiiiovo and Graf Ignatiev airfields uliieh load gasoline aid oil 
fton tile depot. 


b. Beti'Jeen the Plovdiv-LevsldLgrad railroad aiid Iiigiii;^^, 1,000 to 1,500 
meters n^h of the Filipovo railroad station, tiica^e is a fuel 
depot liiich contains to seven reservoirs each having a capacity 
of 100 to 150 tons. Eacli reservoir is surrotinded by an earthen 
anbazilaiient and a special railroad branch connects the Plovdiv- 
Levsld.grad railroad trith the depot. Besides tiic reservoirs there 
are numbers of barrels stored in the open. Tiiis depot does not 
b^ong to the Air Force.
